Dedication 

It  is  most  usually  the  case  that  the  La  Cumbre  Dedication  is  awarded  to  someone  officially  connected  with  the 
Santa  Barbara  campus,  such  as  a  member  of  the  administration  or  faculty.  However,  this  year  the  dedication 
is  being  presented  to  a  member  of  the  community,  one  who  has  been  so  instrumental  in  the  growth  and  success 
of  UCSB  that  he  is,  for  all  practical  purposes,  as  much  a  part  of  the  campus  family  as  those  more  directly  affili- 
ated  with   it.   This   man   is  Thomas   M.   Storke,    publisher   of    the    Santa    Barbara    News-Press. 

Too  few  people,  perhaps,  are  aware  of  the  role  that  Mr.  Storke  has  played  in  the  development  of  Santa  Barbara 
as  a  community  and,  more  particularly,  in  the  evolution  of  UCSB.  Born  in  1876,  Mr.  Storke  attended  Stanford 
University.  In  1901,  a  few  years  after  his  graduation,  Mr.  Storke  bought  a  waning  newspaper  business  and  built 
it  into  the  flourishing  and  respected  concern  it  is  today.  During  this  time,  Mr.  Storke  served  briefly  as  a  U.  S. 
Senator,  was  appointed  to  the  California  State  Crime  Commission  by  Governor  Warren,  and,  in  1955,  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University  of  California.  It  was  Mr.  Storke  who  successfully  campaigned 
to  get  Santa  Barbara  College  into  the  University  system  in  1944.  Again,  Santa  Barbara's  elevation  to  the  full 
status  of  a  University  in    1958  was  due  in   great  part  to  the    efforts    of    Mr.    Storke. 

Now,  at  the  age  of  84,  Mr.  Storke  is  receiving,  from  all  quarters,  the  tribute  befitting  a  man  who  has  led  a 
life  of  untiring  and  selfless  public  service.  In  1958,  a  book  entitled  California  Editor,  the  fascinating  story  of  Mr. 
Storke's  eventful  life,  was  published.  At  this  year's  Charter  Day  ceremonies  on  the  UCSB  campus,  Mr.  Storke 
was  awarded  the  honorary  LLD  degree  in  appreciation  of  his  service  to  the  community  and  to  the  UC  educational 
system.  Finally,  the  Associated  Students  are  dedicating,  with  deepest  gratitude,  this  year's  La  Cumbre  to  Mr. 
Storke,   a   man  to  whom  all  of  us  connected  with   UCSB  owe    so    much.

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CHANCELLOR  SAMUEL  B.   GOULD 

On  September  18  of  last  year,  Dr.  Samuel  B. 
Gould  was  inaugurated  as  the  first  Chancellor 
of  UCSB.  The  fact  that  Santa  Barbara  was  to 
have  a  chancellor  was  an  important  milestone 
in  the  growth  of  the  campus.  Having  Dr.  Gould 
in  this  position  appears  to  make  the  step  all 
the  more  significant.  A  man  with  a  varied  and 
impressive  bakground,  Dr.  Gould  brings  to 
Santa  Barbara  an  administrative  approach 
well-grounded   in   experience. 

After  receiving  his  B.A.  from  Bates  College, 
Dr.  Gould  went  on  to  a  Masters  degree  from 
New  York  University  doing  work  in  between 
at  Oxford  and  Cambridge.  He  continued  his 
studies  at  Harvard  after  receiving  his  M.A., 
and  was  awarded  an  honorary  LLD  from  Bates 
College  in  1957.  Since  1954,  Dr.  Gould  has 
served  as  President  of  Antioch  College  in  Ohio. 
He  has  taught  at  both  the  high  school  and 
college  levels,  and  is  well  known  for  his  essays 
on  education. 

Through  his  numerous  speeches  during  this 
school  year,  Dr.  Gould  has  revealed  himself  as 
a  man  with  very  definite  ideas  both  on  educa- 
tion in  general  and  on  the  problems  that  will 
accompany  Santa  Barbara's  growth  into  a 
major  institution.  In  his  inaugural  address, 
Chancellor  Gould  said  this  of  the  purpose  of 
education:  "Only  the  full  utilization  of  our 
mental  and  physical  capacities  can  assure  us 
some  hope  for  success  in  the  world-wide  strug- 
gle. And  the  truly  important  battleground  is 
that  of  the  development  of  men's  minds  and 
hearts.  This  is  competition  of  the  highest  order 
in  which  we  must  not  hesitate  to  take  up  the 
gauntlet  or  give  anything  but  our  best  to  the 
conflict  of  ideologies."  Speaking  to  freshmen 
on  the  importance  of  centering  college  life 
around  intellectual  pursuits,  Dr.  Gould  said, 
"Since  you  are  to  be  our  product,  we  have  a 
deep  and  sympathetic  interest  in  your  devel- 
opment; we  hope  you  will  cultivate  this  same 
sort  of  interest  in  the  university's  development, 
for  then  you  will  be  mindful  of  your  own  per- 
sonal stake  in  education  for  the  rest  of  your 
lives." 

In  the  coming  years,  it  will  be  Dr.  Gould 
who,  more  than  any  man,  will  be  responsible 
for  determining  the  direction  of  our  growing 
university.  Judging  by  the  positive  impression 
left  on  students  and  faculty  during  this,  his 
first  year  at  UCSB,  Chancellor  Gould  will  have 
the  complete  confidence  of  the  school  in  what- 
ever course  of  action  toward  this  end  he  should 
choose  to  take. 


THE  REGENTS  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY 

The  Board  of  Regents  is  a  corporate  body  entrusted  with  the 
administration  of  the  University  of  California.  Composed  of  24 
members,  the  Regents  have  a  large  number  of  duties,  among 
them  being  the  selection  of  the  President  of  the  University.  Presi- 
dent of  the  Regents  is  Governor  Brown  and  the  Chairman  is  Dr. 
Donald  H.  McLaughlin.  One  of  the  Regents  is  Santa  Barbara's 
Thomas  M.  Storke,  to  whom  this  book  is  dedicated.  The  Regents 
held  one  of  their  meetings  on  the  UCSB  campus  in  September, 
directly  after  Chancellor  Gould's  inauguration. 


PRESIDENT   CLARK    KERR 

Only  last  year  Dr.  Clark  Kerr  stepped  into  the  position 
of  President  of  the  University  of  California,  succeeding 
retiring  president  Robert  G.  Sproul.  Within  a  short  time 
President  Kerr  found  himself  vitally  embroiled  in  all 
of  the  rigorous  administrative  problems  inextricably  a 
part  of  his  position.  Extremely  concerned  with  the  im- 
portance of  the  relationship  between  the  University  and 
the  state,  the  necessity  of  retaining  high  quality  in  the 
education  provided  by  the  University,  and  the  complex 
problems  facing  the  University  as  it  grows,  President 
Kerr  has  carried  through  existing  policies  and  initiated 
his  own  as  well,  earning  the  attention  and  respect  of 
administrators,  faculty,  students,  and  the  public.  Since 
the  publication  of  the  controversial  Directives,  Dr. 
Kerr  has  been  called  upon  to  justify  and  explain  the 
reason  behind  their  issuance.  The  reasonable  and  intel- 
ligent way  in  which  he  has  handled  this  task  has  beyond 
any  question  reassured  everyone  in  the  University  sys- 
tem of  Dr.   Kerr's  integrity  and  ability. 


VICE-CHANCELLOR   ELMER   R.   NOBLE 

Vice-Chancellor  Dr.  Elmer  R.  Noble  took  a  leave  of  absence 
immediately  after  Christmas  this  year  to  spend  four  months 
in  Indonesia  as  a  consultant  on  higher  education  with  the 
International  Cooperation  Administration,  the  U.  S.  agency 
for  international  aid  in  education.  Dr.  Noble's  experience 
at  Santa  Barbara  as  former  Dean  of  Letters  and  Sciences, 
then  Acting  Provost,  and  now  Vice-Chancellor,  gave  him 
much  of  the  knowledge  required  for  the  job  he  is  to  do  in 
Indonesia.  As  well  as  having  been  a  top  administrator  at 
UCSB,  Dr.  Noble  is  also  a  professor  of  Zoology  and  has 
done  a  large  amount  of  research  in  the  biological  field. 
Dr.  Noble  was  last  year's  recipient  of  the  La  Cumbre  Dedi- 
cation, the  highest  honor  that  the  Associated  Students  can 
confer    upon    an    individual.

El  Gaucho  Taking  a  definite,  and  often  controversial,  attitude  toward 
a  number  of  inter-,  intra-,  and  extra-campus  affairs,  the  El  Gaucho 
managed  to  sustain  student  interest  and  provoke  thought  and  discussion 
throughout  the  year.  Under  the  guidance  of  Editor  Arlen  Collier,  New 
Editor  Phyllis  Fisher,  Sports  Editor  Jerry  Tune,  and  a  large  staff,  the 
newspaper  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  student  body  the  issues  sur- 
rounding such  questions  as  the  fate  of  Barbary  Coast,  the  abolishment 
of  compulsory  R.O.T.C.,  and  the  justification  of  President  Kerr's  direc- 
tives. In  the  Spring,  faced  with  a  decrease  in  staff  size  and  the  reduction 
of  publication  to  once  a  week,  co-editors  Dan  Petter  and  Barbara  Hull 
took  over  the  reins.  With  the  assistance  of  Photographer  Bob  Quittner, 
Feature  Editor  Dorothy  Bradbury  (whose  loss,  both  personally  and  jour- 
nalistically, was  felt  when  she  was  killed  in  an  unfortunate  accident  over 
Easter  vacation),  and  an  efficient  staff,  Dan  and  Barbara  increased  the 
size  of  the  paper  and  pursued  an  ambitious  editorial  policy.  The  vital 
role  the  El  Gaucho  played  as  a  campus  force  was  indicated  by  the  in- 
teresting and  outspoken  letters  written  to  the  paper,  the  best  of  which 
were  published.  The  letters  served  to  increase  even  further  the  popu- 
larity  and    communicative   importance   of   the   El    Gaucho.

Inauguration  Samuel  B.  Gould  was  formally  inaugurated  last  September  18  as  first  Chancellor  of  UCSB.  The 
audience  included  110  delegates  from  colleges  and  universities  around  the  country,  and  approximately  2,000  stu- 
dents and  visitors.  With  university  president  Clark  Kerr  presiding  over  the  morning  ceremonies,  greetings  were  ex- 
tended to  Dr.  Gould  from  Lieutenant  Governor  Glenn  Anderson,  on  behalf  of  the  State  of  California;  from  Donald 
H.  McLaughlin,  representing  the  Regents;  from  UCSB  Student  Body  President  Kitty  Joyce;  and  from  other  civil  and 
academic  dignitaries.  During  the  ceremony  two  honorary  degrees  were  conferred  by  President  Kerr.  Miss  Pearl  Chase 
of  Santa  Barbara  received  the  L.  H.  D.  degree  for  her  continuing  leadership  in  local  and  statewide  social  and  civil 
volunteer  work.  John  W.  Gardner,  President  of  the  Carnegie  Corporation  of  New  York  and  inaugural  speaker,  received 
the  L.  L.  D.  degree  for  service  to  education  and  world  affairs.  Chancellor  Gould  left  a  memorable  impression  on  those 
in   attendance   by   his   inaugural   address   entitled   "The   Level  of  Expectation."

The  President's  Reception,  Gym  Dedication  In  a  dedication  held  in  conjunction  with  the  inaugural,  the  new  Gym- 
nasium and  Physical  Education  Building  was  officially  named  Robertson  Gymnasium.  President  Kerr  presided  at  the 
dedication  and  read  a  memorial  to  the  late  Alfred  W.  Robertson,  former  Assemblyman  from  the  Santa  Barbara 
district  after  whom  the  gym  was  named.

For  the  fourth  time  in  as  many  years  at  the  reins  of  the 
University  of  California,  Santa  Barbara's  football  fortunes, 
Ed  Cody  checked  in  with  a  successful  season. 
The  popular  coach,  a  former  All-American  fullback  at 
Purdue,  led  the  Gaucho  pigskinners  to  a  6-4  record  this 
past  year,  running  his  career  mark  at  UCSB  to  a  fine  21- 
14-1  and  keeping  intact  his  feat  of  never  having  had  a 
losing   team. 

Cody,  who  was  also  a  hit  in  professional  football,  first  with 
the  Green  Bay  Packers  and  later  with  the  Chicago  Bears, 
developed  one  of  the  outstanding  passing  combinations  in 
the  nation  with  Jim  St.  Clair  and  Fred  Tunnicliffe  while 
turning  in  a  season  that  was  surpassed  only  by  his  1957 
squad  which  ended  6-2  on  the  year.

Coach  Ed  Cody  was  lookinq  for  a 
tuneup  game  for  his  UCSB  grid- 
ders  when  he  scheduled  Southern 
California  College  as  a  non-con- 
ference opponent,  and  theGaucho 
offense  got  more  than  a  chance 
to  iron  out  its  kinks  when  Santa 
Barbara  galloped  handily  past  an 
out  -  manned  Vanguard  squad, 
83-6. 

It  was  apparent  from  the  start 
that  the  Gauchos  could  score  at 
will,  but  the  scrappy  invaders  won 
the  hearts  of  the  La  Playa  Sta- 
dium fans  on  an  overcast  Satur- 
day afternoon  with  their  deter- 
mined play,  especially  player- 
coach  Billy  Severn. 
Santa  Barbara  rolled  up  28  points 
in  the  first  period,  held  a  43-0 
half  time  bulge,  and  added  20 
points  in  each  of  the  final  two 
quarters.

Cal  Poly's  powerful  Mustangs  once 
again  pulled  the  throttle  on  rival 
Santa  Barbara  with  an  effective 
football  formula,  this  time  to  the 
tune  of  48-20  on  their  San  Luis 
Obispo  home  grounds. 
Jim  St.  Clair  and  Fred  Tunnicliffe, 
a  pair  of  stars  quite  familiar  to 
Gaucho  fan-  by  this,  the  final 
game  of  the  season,  turned  in  an- 
other dazzling  passing  display, 
but  a  quick  Mustang  touchdown 
right  before  the  half  opened  the 
gates  for  the  Poly  victory. 
St.  Clair,  despite  being  knocked 
cold  in  the  second  period,  con- 
nected on  1 6  of  39  passes  for 
305  yards  to  bring  his  season 
completion  averages  to  107  of 
208  attempts  and  17  touchdowns. 
Tunnicliffe  hauled  in  eight  aerials 
for  165  total  yards  and  one  score. 
The  two  teams  rocked  back  and 
forth  on  a  rather  even  keel  until 
the  winners  scored  with  just  30 
seconds  remaining  in  the  half  to 
give  them  a  27-14  lead,  an  ad- 
vantage they  protected  for  the  re- 
mainder  of  the   contest.

Call  it  the  "Cinderella  team"  of  the  California 
Collegiate  Athletic  Association.  Call  it  the  most 
improved  team  in  the  conference.  Call  it  what- 
ever you  please,  but  the  1959-60  University  of 
California,  Santa  Barbara  basketball  squad 
has  to  be  recognized  as  one  of  the  greatest 
teams  in  the  school's  hardwood  history.  The 
18-7  record  registered  by  the  Gauchos  in- 
cluded impressive  wins  over  such  perennial 
powers  as  Loyola,  Whittier,  Arizona,  and  Los 
Angeles  St.,  a  narrow  59-47  loss  to  NCAA- 
finalist  California,  the  title  of  their  own  Winter 
Classic  tournament,  and  a  tie  for  first  place  in 
the  CCAA  with  Fresno  St. 
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Displaying  a  well-balanced  scoring  attack  and  perhaps 
their  strongest  depth  in  many  seasons,  the  Gauchos 
opened  the  season  with  an  82-60  win  over  Cal  Poly 
of  Pomona,  then  fell  to  California's  Golden  Bears,  59- 
47,  before  igniting  a  six-game  victory  streak.  Included 
in  the  string  were  such  victims  as  Whittier,  Arizona, 
Pomona,  Loyola  and  Wesfmont  in  the  Winter  Classic, 
and  San  Fernando  St.  Arizona  State's  impressive  Sun 
Devils  stopped  Santa  Barbara's  surge  at  six  straight  with 
a  77-57  win  over  the  Gauchos.  But  UCSB  won  its  con- 
ference opener  from  Long  Beach  St.,  59-45,  lost  a 
54-49  practice  rematch  with  Loyola,  and  then  re- 
bounded for  another  conference  victory  at  Cal  Poly, 
San   Luis  Obispo,   in   a   60-59  spine-tingler. 
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After  losing  to  Fresno  St.,  Santa  Barbara 
tripped  up  San  Diego  St.,  69-63,  rattled  a 
pair  of  non-conference  foes,  Westmont  and 
the  Cal  Aggies,  and  posted  a  2-1  record 
on  a  road  trip  to  Hawaii.  The  Gauchos 
then  continued  their  drive  for  the  confer- 
ence title  with  clutch  victories  over  Los 
Angeles  St.  (94-91),  Cal  Poly  (69-68), 
Long  Beach  St.  (78-71),  and  San  Diego 
St.  (66-52),  before  losing  the  champion- 
ship game  to  Fresno,  (60-59),  and  their 
season   finale   at  L.   A.   State,    86-68. 


Freshman     Basketball 

This  year's  freshman  basketball  team,  only  the 
second  in  the  history  of  the  school,  closed  the 
season  a  notch  below  the  .500  level  with  a  7-10 
record. 

Under  the  guidance  of  Ralph  Barkey,  the 
Gaucho  yearlings  undertook  one  of  the  toughest 
frosh  schedules  ever.  George  Jones  proved  the 
spark  of  the  squad,  ending  the  season  with  a  15.1 
scoring  average,  a  9.3  rebounding  mark,  and  a

on  the  team  in  all  departments.  Wes  Brasher  was 
second  in   scoring  with   an    1  1 .7  average.
